Any Coffee County 
farmer who has a farm 
on which there is no 1965 
cotton acreage allotment 
established may file appli- 
cation for a cotton allot- 
ment if all of the follow- 
ing conditions can be met: 

(1) The application must 
be filed in writing on Form 
MQ-25 for a new cotton 
farm allotment by not later 
than February 15, 1965, 

(2) The owner or 
erator of the farm 
not Own or operate 
other cotton farm in 
United States, 

(3) The operator ex- 
pects to obtain during the 
current year more than 
50 percent of his income 
from the production of ag- 
ricultural products from 
the farm for which the new 
farm allotment application 
is filed, 

(4)

The operator must 


have adequate labor, equip- 
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has been permanently re- 
leased until the history 
acreage to which it would 
otherwise be entitled has 
run out, 

(7) A farm ts not leigible 
for a new farm allotment 
for a period of three years 
after the owner has been 
displaced from a_ pooled 
allotment farm, 

Any farmer who can 
meet these requirements 
is eligible for a 1965 cotton 
acreage allotment for his 
farm, if he will come to 
the Coffee County ASCS 
office and file an.appli- 
cation, 


February 15 Last 
Day For Filing 


Peanut Allotment 


Any farmer may file 
an application for a new 
farm peanut acreage allot- 
ment for his farm if all of 
the following conditions are 
met: 


(1) Application must be 
on file not later than 
February 15, 1965, in 
writing on Form MQ-25, 

(2) This farm is the 
only farm owned or op- 


erated by the farm operator 
or owner in the. United 
States, 

(3) 
land 


There is available 
of the correct soil 
type to prdduce peanuts, 

(4) There is available 
adequate equipment and fa- 
cilities necessary for the 
production of peanuts, 

(5S) The farm operator 
expects to obtain more than 
50 percent of his income 
from production of pro- 
ducts from the farm for 
which the new farm allot- 
ment application is filed, 

(6) Operator of farm 
for 1965 must have had ex- 
perience in growing pea- 
nuts at least 2 of the pre- 
ceding 5 years. 

Should any farmer meet 
all these requirements he 
may file application for a 
new farm peanut acreage 
allotment at the Coffee 
County ASCS office in New 
Brockton, Alabama.

Elba Students Receive TB Tests 
Under New “Sternbun” Method 


Students of the Elba City 
Schools received their TB 
tests last Friday. Thetests 
were given to students at 
Elba High, Elba Elemen- 
tary and Mulberry Heights 
schools, 1,100 white stu- 
dents received the tests 
as well as 700 Negro stu- 
dents, 

A report was given of 
the tests Monday. 109 white 
students showed a positive 
reaction, At Mulberry 
Heights 143 students had 
positive reactions, 

Mrs. Pat Elliot, execu- 
tive secretary for SET- 
WIRE, of Dothan, empha- 
sized that this does not 
mean that these “children 
have TB, but that it does 
mean that each has TB 
germs within the body, 


These germs could be iso~ 
lated and be having no effect 
on the health of the stu- 


dent, 
The simple tests, as re- 
ceived last Friday, can 


show whether or not there 
are TB germs in the body, 
All that’s done is to put 
some clear ‘‘STERN BUN” 
(a harmless looking instru- 
ment with no needles) on 
the exact spot where tuber- 
culin was placed. The slight 
pressure of the ‘gun’ does 


the work in one second, 
If the test is positive, 
this does not mean 


that the person has tuber- 
culosis but only that some 
germs have entered the 
body at one time or other, 
If the health of this posi- 
tive reaction is good, the 


body usually keeps those 
germs from doing any dam- 
age. However, a person 
showing a positive reaction 
should have a chest X-ray 
to be sure, The X-ray can 
show whether or not any 
harm has been done,

Dixie runners are losing 
out in popularity each year 
for the past three years.

Pecan trees must have 
enough plant food to mature 
the current crop and at the 
Same time produce new 
growth which will bear next 
year’s crop. Of course, a 
soil test is the most re- 
liable way to determine 
fertilizer needs; but if you 
do not soil test, fertilize 
as follows; 

Young trees: Apply 2 to 
3 pounds of 8-8-8 per tree 
for each year of the tree’s 
age--one half in February 
and the other half in April. 

Bearing trees; On 15-to 
20-year-old trees apply 
1,000 to 1,200 pounds of 
8-8-8 per acre--one-half 
in February and the other 


half in April. On older 
trees, use 1,200 to 1,500 
pounds. For a few trees 
not in an orchard, use 50 


to 100 pounds per tree, d

Official Premeasurement 
Service Offered 


Coffee County cotton and 
peanut growers can 
range for official measure- 
ment of their 1965 farm cot- 
ton and peanut acreage al- 
lotments, as well as corn, 
diverted acreage, and per- 
mitted acreage of Soil Bank 
Base Corps, prior to plant- 
ing time, the County Ag- 
riculturai Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee 
announced this week. 

TO get the premeasure- 
ment service, which is be- 
ing provided on a cost 
basis, a farmer must file 
a written request with the 
County ASCS office prior to 
planting the 1965 crop, says 
Mr. RoyL, Ellis committee 
chairman, The rate to be 
charged for the service 
in Coffee County has been 
established at $4.00 for 
each farm, plus 50 cents 
per acre for each acre or 
a fraction thereof in ex- 
cess of 5.0 acres, and pay- 
ment based on this rate 
must be made at the time 
the request for  pre- 
measurement is filed. The 
acreage rate will be re- 
duced to 25 cents when the 
total acreage to be pre- 
measured exceeds 50,0 
acres, 

The premeasurement is 
purely optional, says Mr.

government. When the moral 
standards undergirding these 


happier situations have declined 
and the people have become self- 
ish and grasping in their efforts 
to get more for themselves from 
the production of others, they 


# have brought forth a type of pol- 


itician who in return for votes 
would bring changes in the form 
of government that would enable 
them to dispense more and more 
patronage to the strongest pres- 
sure groups. This has gradually 
worn away the safeguards that 
have been instituted for preserv- 
ing freedom until finally authori- 
tarian government has _ reap- 
peared. 

A two-pronged remedy is, we 
believe, the only hope. One, a re- 
turn to the moral law of God so 
that people will not selfishly seek 
to profit from the labor and work 
of others and, two, widespread 
economic education so that peo- 
ple will be able to understand 
the problems with which they 
must deal. 

If government be confined to a 
few functions and kept simple, 
the people can understand it and 
vote intelligently. But if the 
powers and functions of govern- 
ment are unduly expanded, the 
people do not understand it and 
vote more and more power to the 
central government because they 
hope these officials, who have the 
experts with technical knowledge 
to guide them, will be able to do 
a better job than the people can 
do for themselves. This continual 
enlargement of the function of 
the central government finally 
erodes away freedom and brings 
a return of totalitarian au- 
thority.
